HAVANA, Dec. 30.—Via Key West, Fla., 
Dec. 31.—Details have been received from 
Spanish sources of a conspiracy against

1.500 men employed in the fields of Clay, 
Brock & Co., tobacco growers, who had 
‘been disarmed, conspired to join the insur- 
gents. Their leaders have been imprisoned 
in Moro Castle. 

On Christmas night there were riots sim- 
jiar to those which occurred at Havana, 
Matanzas and other towns. The demon- 
strations were intended as a protest against 
autonomy. At Matanzas crowds cheered for 
the United States, President McKinley and 
annexation. 

A majority of the conservative majors 
have been removed from towns in the in- 
terior.

i Weavers Strongly Opposed to Accepting 


the, Proposed Reduction in Wages. 


FALL RIVER 


AND 


NEW BEDFORD. 


The Question of Strike or Work Will Be Decided by a Ballot 
of the Union Members Taken To-Day.

FALL RIVER, Mass., Dec. 31.—Meetings 
of five of the labor organizations of the city 
were held last night, and with the excep- 
tion of those held by the weavers, largely 
attended. In all save the Mule Spinners’ 
Association the sentiment, while marked by 
a etronger strike feeling than the leaders 
had been led to expect, was in favor of ac- 
cepting the wage reduction for the present. 
The spinners were for a strike and had a 
vote been taken would have voted over- 
whelmingly to leave their mules. 

The leaders found that it was dangerous 
to attempt to urge too strongly the accept- 
ance of the conference committee’s resolu- 
tion, and after a heated discussion decided 

upon a postponement of all action until 
Saturday afternoon. 

At the Saturday afternoon meeting bal- 
loting will begin at 2 o’clock. The roll of 
millg will be called alphabetically, begin- 
ning with the American Linen and continu- 
ing through the rest of the list. Voting 
will be confined to financial members only 
and aecording to the by-laws of the union 
it will require a two-thirds vote of the 
members to order a strike. 

A meeting of the association will be held 
in the evening to hear the result of the 
voting, and as there are some mills in 
which notices have not yet been posted, tne 
question as to whether or not the spinners 
in them are to be called out will be con- 
sidered. 

The size of the Weavers’ union compelled 
the holding of the meetings in various 
parts of the city, and the results were 
quickly obtained. They voted to accept the 
reduction for the present by a majority of 
153 out of 899 votes cast. The leaders were 
surprised at the strength of the strike sen- 
timent. Out of a total of 145 members of 
the Slashers’ union over a hundred were 
present, and the discussion was heated. The 
vote was finally taken, and stood 64 to 42 
for acceptance of the committee resolution, 
The meeting of the spoolers and warpers 
was largely attended, and the feeling among 
the girls was strongly in favor of a strike. 
The leaders urged them to wait, and the 
vote taken resulted in the ac ceptance of the 
resolution, 88 to 67. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 31.—The 
mill treasurers have held a secret meeting, 
«o consider the situation in the cotton in- 
dustry, and, after a protracted-conference, 
adjourned without taking any action. Those 
present déclined to talk, but it is the gen- 
eral belief that to-morrow’s meeting will 
result in the decision to reduce wages 11 1-19 
per cent, the same as in Fall River, It has 
been generally concluded, ever since the 
stand taken by the Fall River manufactur- 
ers that New Bedford would be forced into 
line. The local mill men have been slow to 
action and some of them have expressed 
their reluctance in making a cut in wages 
at this time. There is no doubt, however, 
that they will be unable to compete with the 
Fall River mills on the same line of goods, 
and the only alternative left for them will be 
a like reduction in wages. They do not feel 
the effect of the Southern campetition, they 
declare. as it is felt in Fall River, but, with 
the reduction there, it will be useless for 
them to put certain lines of goods into the 
same market, with the present scale of 


wages ex. sting here. 
Consequent upon this discussion is the 


speculation on the attitude of the mill help 
in event of a reduction. Some of the more 
prominent operatives say the help will re- 
sent a cut, while others declare that the 
New Bedford employes will do exactly as 
those in Fall River have decided to do. In 
other years the course of the Fall River 
aperatives have been the guide for the pol- 
icy of the mill help here. Everybody in 
labor circles usually takes the cue from 
Fall River, although there was an occasion 
when New Bedford alone was decided onms 
the battle ground. 

It is unlikely to be the case in the pres- 
ent crisis, however, and the prediction may 
be sxfely made that the New Bedford oper- 
atives will quietly acquiesce in the ulti- 
matum of the manufacturers., The meeting 
of the treasurers thus far have been at- 
tended only by representatives of the cloth 
mills. What the management of the yarn 
mills intend to do is still an open question, 
although they will probably follow the lead 
of the others.

NOT SURPRISED AT GOMEZ | BRITISH OFFICER SLAIN. 


De Lome Had No Hope of Acceptance 
of Spain’s Proposals. 


WASHINGTON, Rec, 31.—The interview 
with Gen. Maximo @@mez in which the chief 
of the Cuban insuf@mts deelares that au- 
tonomy will never be accepted, was read 
with great interest in. the State ‘Depart- 


ment and Spanish Legation. 

The refusal of Gen. Gomez to consider 
Spain’s autonomy plan caused no surprise 
at the Legation. Minister De Lome has not 
at any time expected that Gen. Gomez 
would immiediately accept an offer of au- 
tonomy, though he does not credit all the 
statements that have been attributed to 
Gomez in some official dispatrhes from 
Havana. He said that he had believed for 
some time that it would be necessary -for 
Gen. Blanco to achieve several important 
military advantages before there would be 
a general acceptance of autonomy by the 
insurgents in.the fleld.

Sir Henry Havelock-Allan Killed and 
Mutilated in India. 


CALCUTTA, Dec. 31.—The mutilated body 
of Gen. Sir Henry Havelock Allen, it is an- 
nounced from Fort Ali-Musjid, has been 
found and ‘6 being conveyed to Peshawur. 

On Wednesday it was learned that Sir 
Henry had left his escort and a search Was 
begun. His horse was found stripped and 
shot, but he was missing. 

Sir Henry Havelock-Allan was the com- 
mander of the Royal Irish Regiment, and 
left England recently to investigate chargés 
of cowardice and insubordination against 
the regiment.

Bits of Interesting History Recalled

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—Joseph Leiter has 
cleared $2,200,000 by his deal in wheat. He will 
fight out the mixing of grades before the 
Board of Trade Judiciary Committee, It has 
been maintained that some houses have the 
system of mixing grain down to so fine a 
point that they can turn out a mixture that 
will just get in the contract grade withouta 
shade to spare. Now that war on the entire 
system has been declared by the Leiter 
crowd, the contest will give zest to the clos- 
ing scenes of the great deal, especially as it 
may have an important bearing on the fut- 
ure of the grain trade. 

Estimates as to the amount of wheat yet 
to be delivered to Mr. Leiter do not differ 
from former figures. {t is thought by 


those in a position to make fair estimates 
that the amount will be 2,000,000 bushels. 


Mr. Leiter will own on Jan. 1. No dissatis- 
faction is shown by the persons in close 


events, except as to the delivery of mixed 
grain. It is therefore presumed that ar- 
rangements to pay for all the wheat that 
may come in have been completed, and 
there will be no hitch in the flow of certified 


fore this. 

Armour has lost almost $1,000,000 in short 
selling and bringing 6,000,000 bushels from the 
Northwest to Chicago. He may recoup on 
his May deal or in his storage interests. 
Leiter is having his troubles with the 
elevator people now, but his do not com- 
pare with those Armour had in 1882, when 
he shouldered a deal to pull h‘s partner, 
Plankinton, out of a hole.

Everybody knows that “Jim’’ Keene lost 
his first great fortune in a wheat corne: 
at Chicago. He started in lard and made 
a great deal of money. His wheat opera- 
tions in the 70s extended over two years 
and, while promising at first, finally proved 
disastrous, The money simply dwindled 
down and when the cash wheat had been 
liquidated Keene’s fortune was gone. 

o find a successful wheat corner one 
must 5° back to 1888. In September of that 
year utchinson put the price to $2 a 
bushel. There were less than 3,000,000 bush- 
els of contract grain here on the last day 
of that month. utchinson began h.s pur- 
chases at about 80 cents, 15 cents higher 
than the point at which Leiter began. Sep- 
tember was around 95 cents on the first and 
at $2 on the last day of the month. The 
deal was kept very dark until the last week. 
Then the screws were applied unmercifully.

Careful Investigation of the Third 
Street Conflagration Shows That 
It Could Only Have Been 


Started as Above Stated. 


The theory is advanced that the big fire 
at the Sawyer Paper Co.*s building, Third 
and Locust street, on December 1, was 
caused by escaping gas from the rotten 
pipes of the Laclede Gas Co. 

That the pipes are a source of great dan- 
ger was demonstrated by the blowing up 
of a man-hole cover at Fourth and Lucas 
avenue recently. The newly laid conduit 
pipes have served as a means of accu- 
mulating the escaping gas, and storing it 
to be ready for an explosion whenever it 
encounters a flame. 

In searching for a leak in the pipes, sup- 
posed to cause a strong smell of gas at 
the Barr Dry Goods Company’s store, the 


trace led to the underground conduit a 


block away, along which it accumulated, 
and found a vent in the store. 

After spending a lot of money in trying 
to find out where his gas was escaping, 


Lion saloon, Seventh and Pine streets, had 
the street dug up, and found that the gas 
main underneath was perferated like a 
sieve, more gas escaping than went into 
his place of business.

According to the statement of 
Allen, made to Capt. O’Malley Friday 
morning, McFarland received a portion of 
the money obtained on the checks. The 
present whereabouts of McFarland is un- 
known to Allen, who said he had not seen 
him for two days previous to his arrest. 

Allen was brought into the captain’s office 
early Friday morning, where Clarence 
White, manager of the Bolland Jewelry Co., 
at Seventh and Locust streets, another of 
his victims, was waiting to see him. Allen, 
on Dec. 27, purchased a bill of toilet articles, 
novelties, etc., from this firm, which he 
ordered sent to J. A. Y. Payne, Sr., at 5447 
Cabanne place, In payment he proceed a 
check on the St, Louis Trust Co, for $35, 
signed J. A. Y. Payne, Sr., and received $18 
in change. 

When Allen was brought in he was nerv- 
ous, showing plainly the effects of the pro- 
tracted spree he has been on. His voice 
trembled and his hands were shaky from 
being deprived of liquor during his confine- 
ment. Mr. White readily identified Allen 
as the man who had passed the check on

The fire could hardly have originate 
from the electric light wires which entered 
the building on the Third street side, second + 
floor, near the northeast corner.

Will History Repeat Itself? . 


To, the Editor of the Post-Dispgteh. 

All St. Louisans who know’anything about 
the subject agree that the greatest hope of 
growth in the future lies in the develop- 
ment of river transportation. That the pro- 
posed steel barge, line will greatly contrib- 
ute to this development, is conceded. Why 
then are the business men of S:. Louis so 
siow in taking.wpethat enterprise and con- 
tributing money to its support? Perhaps a 
little recent transportation history may 
throw light on the question, 

Before the Merchants’ Bridge was built, 
the bridge situation strongly resembled the 
present situation in river transportation. 
The single bridge was controlled by a mo-| 
nopoly. Citizens were asked to aid in break- | 
ing that monopoly. The public spirit of St.! 
Louis was summoned to the aid of the pro- | 
moters of a new bridge for the purpose of 
breaking the monopoly. Concessfons of great 
value were obtained for the bridge. When 
the bridge was built and all the conces- 
sessions possible were obtained, it Was 
turned over to the bridge monopoly and is} 
now a prri of it, while the chief promoters 
of the scheme were taken care of. . 

River transportation is in the hands of a'| 
monopoly. Fortunes have been made out 
of it. Recently, the great surplus of the! 
monopoly instead of being devoted to the | 
extension and improvement of the service, | 
was divided up among the etockholders, | 
and the river monopolists are apparently in-| 
different to the opportunities for fresh | 
profits: in river transportation. Perhaps | 
these monopolists would prefer to have 
somebody else build the steel barges and 
then take them in for leas than their origi-! 
nal cost. Perhaps if the principal promoters 
of e steel barge line were iet into the 
riv monopoly on the ground floor, this 

ght be accomplished. As for the lesser 
nvestors and public-spirited citizens, they 
might be lef: to take care of themselves. 
What guarantee can be given by ‘its promo- 
ters, some of whom were promoters of the 
second bridge, that the steel barge line will 
not be gobbied up by the river monopolists? 

I suggest this question as a possible ex- 

lanation of the shyness of cliizens in tak-

‘New time schedules will 
on all the lines of the Sculll 1 Street Rail- 
way system Saturday. . 

Details have not beenimade. public, but'it 
is stated on good authority that the adop- 
tion of the schedule will result in lessening 
the space between cars and sortening the 
hours of the conductors and .aotormen. 

If followed as originally planned it will 
mean a decided innovation in the street 
railway business, the inauguration of a 
nine-hour working day. 

Many conductors and motorjmen are on 
duty from twelve to fourteen hours under 
the system now in vogue on ost of The 
lines. 

The Union Depot Company's new schedule 
will provide for the employment of two 
shifts, one of which will work nine hours 
and the other ten. One-half of the men will 
go on duty at 5 a m. and remain on their 
ears until 2 p. m., when the eecond shift 
will relieve them and work ynti] midnight, 
if the schedule is found practicable. The 
shortening of the hours will nee affect the 
wages of the men. 

The company believes that te time the 
effect of the schedule will be such that it 
will be possible to reduce the force of “‘ex- 
tras,” as with shorter hours the regular 
men will not lay off as frequently as under 
the present system. 

The plan was devised by J. A. Smith, an 
expert employed by the Chicago Syndicate 
Hines. He was specially engaged jto revise 
the Union Depot Company’s schedule, and

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SOL SMITH RUSSELL. 


There was a prodigious demonstration of 
versatility by Sol Smith Russell at the 
Century last night. He appeared in three 
roles, all vastly different. The first was 
Toblas Shortcut, in “The Gpitfire.” The 
character is that of a timid, vain old 
tobacconist, who is placed in a position of 
danger and frightened into doing the cor- 
rect thing by the other characters. Mr. 
Russell invested it with the broad and 
boisterous humor of very low comedy. He 
brought the peculiarities of his legs into 
play and was fantastically and grotesquely 
funny.
